Portamouth, N. H., Aug. 29.—Peace 
between Russia and Japan was prac¬ 
tically concluded at this morning’s ses¬ 
sion of the peace conference. 

In the final struggle the Russians 
achieved the victory. For the sake of 
peace, the Japanese, with a magnanim¬ 
ity worthy of their heroic achievements 
in this war, met the ultimatum of the 
Czar and reimbursement for the cost of 
the war, but for the repurchase of the 
northern half of Sakhalin, Russia at 
the same time agreeing to division of 


The news that peace had been agreed 
upon caused the most intense excite¬ 
ment at the hotels where the envoys 
had been staying. Everywhere there 
was a delirium of jubilation.

CAIRO QUARANTINE. 


The following dispatch, dated Mon¬ 
day the 28th, shows that at that time 
peace seemed hopeless. It will also be 
seen that Japan's concessions were un- j 
usually liberal, conceding to Russia all 
that she contended for, as set forth in 
this dispatch: 

Portsmouth, N. H.. Aug. 28.—The 
life of the peace conference Sunday 
seemed to hang by a thread, but the 
thread will not be broken Monday. At 
10 o'clock Sunday night, after a two 
hour’s conference between Mr.- Taka- 
hira and Mr. Witte, in the latter's 
room In the hotel annex, the announce¬ 
ment of a postponement was made. [ 
.Mr. Witte explained that Mr. Takahirs 
had told him that no new Instructions 
had reached h'm from Tokio. and fear-1 
Ing none migh; be received before the 
meeting schedu'ed for Monday after¬ 
noon he ffcad suggested the propriety J 
of postponing the meeting until Tues- \ 
day. To this Mr. Witte said he read-' 
Ity assented. Mr. Takatira made the 
following statement: 

“Inasmuch as this conference was 
Initiated by the friendly offices of th.? ■ 
president, after consultation we felt 
that we should be cautious about ter- J 
minatlng Its labors.'

of the Comanche youth*. They found 
*»« on Elm creek, about 35 miles from 
Fort Griffin, Tex., in the spring of 1867. 
At the time I was herding saddle horses 
owned by Merchant A Taylor, cattlemen 

Pilot Mound, and as I was alone the 
Comanche* had no trouble whatever in 
wurrounding and capturing me. 

“My youth, of course, saved my life, 
for the Indians were on a raid, and had 
with them over 1,000 head of horses 
•which they had stolen from the fanners 
and ranchers of Texas. It was only 
About 100 miles to the Indian territory 
line, and the Indians made direct for 
their reservation after taking in charge 
the 40 horses which I was in charge of. 

“At the time I was captured they had 
•even fresh scalps with them, and when 
their home camp was reached they had 
a grand old dance under these bloody 
war trophies 

, “The dancing continued for three 
days and nights without cessation. 3,0 0 
Indians participating. I firmly believed 
that I would be killed when the dance 
ended, perhaps tortured to death, but I 
was not even molested. I was fre¬ 
quently moved from one camp to an¬ 
other during the first few months but 
afterward was left with the tribe all 
the time and treated as an Indian. I 
was moved frequently to keep my 
friends from finding me in case a 
•earch was made. 

“I found out later that the cowboys 
|>elieved the Indians bad killed m#* dur¬ 
ing the raid and,that it was useless to 
attempt a recapture. All of the horses 
in my possession in the cow camp were 
taken by my captives, and th. se the 
Indians had left at the camp were too 
tired to take part in a chase after the 
redskins. My mother lived 150 mil s
